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After two years of absonce, continuous or accumulated, under these Rules, if'a Servant obtain Joavo of ab- 
sonce on Sick Certificate before an interval has passed of three years, he canaot retain office or employment, oF 
any portion of Official Salary, but he is entitle to 
the Subsistonce Allowance of his rank. The 
Rule® in Section VL., if literally interpreted, 
would require the Servant ret 
Sea, whose full period of two years had expired between the dato of his ombarkation, and tho 
within the limits of his Presidency, to be reappointed to his Office. For the time spent i 
in excess of two years, he is entitled to draw only the Subsistenco Allowance of bis rank. 

Ie is not provided that in cases in which the full period of two years absenco is composed af accumulated 
Teaver, the intervals of time passed in tho performance of duty shall be reckoned in part of the three yoara 
which must expire before a Servent is cligible to a new series of leave. 

Bat if tis were not allowed the operation of the Rule might be unintentionally severe on a Servant whose 
health should compel hin to obtain leave of absence for a portion of the two years, say for only a month, at 
tho extremity of the three years after. the date of his return, the same Sorvant having boen already absent for 
23 mouths either all at once, or his absences at different times havi mulated to23 months: it would 
pot have been intended by the Rule that after 33 months of duty, being entitled to one month on acconnt of 
the old score, a new series of leave ur a single instance of leave on Sick Certificate should not be obtainable 
for three vears from the oxpiration of that one or 36th month. 

The Rules do not prescribe any different rate of deduction from allowances during absence on Sick Certi- 
ticate within the Territories of the East India Company and during similar absence at the Cape of Good Hope, 
or withia the limits out dr tho Territories of the Est India Company declared in Section [V. But they fix the 
computation of the Servant’s ebseace beyoud the Presidencies to be from the date of leaving tu the date of re 
turing to the Port of his Presidency. : 

‘The Rules provide sufficiently for the Audit of his Allowances after two years absence beyond Sea, until 
tho Sorvant rojoins his Station, but they do not specify what rato of doduction is to be mado from the Absantee's 
Allowance for tho time clapsing after departure from Station and before embarkation. This therefore has 
required to be provided for by a new Regulation, or by wome exposition of the existing rules. 

The Rulo that admits of an al of two yoars enables a Sick Servant to roside enfficiently 
Jeng in enother climate under ordinai cumstances to re-establish his health; for which object that 
pretracted absence is permitted, when certified to be necessary. Forfeiture of Appointment, therefure, does 

not take place till a full two years have

COUNTERFEIT LABELS—INJUNCTIO 

[Vier-CGuanceLton’s Courr, Fra. 22.)—This 
wasa case (Davis axporiers ». Bryant pio which 
auapplication was made upon notice foraspecial injune- 
tion, to restrain the defendant trom using labels which 
were counterfeits of those used by the piaintifl’s. ‘The 
plaintitisy are Messre. Hesketh Davis and the 
eminent oil and pickle dealers of Leadenhall-street, 
and the defendant is the superintendent of St. James's 
workhouse. From the statements of the learned 
counsel, it appeared that the pickles of the plaintiffs 
having acquired considerable reputation in India, the 
defendant, who has a son there, had been iu the habit 
for some time of sending articles to him, the bottles of 
which were labelled with an exact imitation of the bot- 
tlea used by the plaintifls. ‘This was not discovered by 
the plaintiffs till a short time ago, and the manner of 
that discovery was rather singular. A note was sent to 
the plaintiffs from an engraver, stating that he thought 
it would be a great improvement if they would have 
the plate of their labels touclicd up a litle, as it had 
become the worge fur use. This communication sur- 
prised them. knowing that the party who had written 
to them was not the engraver whom they employed, 
and they immediately waited upou the engraver, when, 
to their astonishment, they discovered that the plate 
was a spurious one, aud that it had been sent to the 
engraver by the defendant. Upon this a remonstrance 
was sent to the defendaut, but without effeet, and the 
only course left open to the plaintifls for the purpose

Preamble. yy. aypliontion of durews for enforcing the 
payment of arrears of the public revenue, only against 
tha person and property of the Contracting Lumber- 
dar, Ieaving him to proceed against the Putteedars by 
suit or distraint. But with reference to the peculiar 
nature uf these Coparconaries the existing enactmon's 
appear to be insufticient, on the one hand. for the 
protection of the rights of the Puttecdars, and on the 
other hand for the punetual realization of the dues of 
Government. ‘The Regalations are siso deficient in 
not anthorizing with sui distinctness the sale or 
transfer of the Puttess of defaulting Putteedars in 
Patteedarree Esta aud in not defining the interest 
intended to be conveyed by public sales of such Estates, 

LL, A Puttecdavree Fstate in this Act is held to 
be an Estate whieit cousists of two or more soparats 
portions or Puttees, or of which there may be pro- 
prictors, possessed of separate properties and holding 
direct of the Government, hut not parties in their own 
names to the contract with the Government for 
ment of thd public revenue, The proprietor who is & 
party in hfs own uaine is called a Lumberdar, and the 
proprietor ‘who is not a party in his own namo is 
called a Putteedar, 

IIL, It is hereby enacted, that the following modes 
of duress may be enforced against all Putteedars 
whose tenure and interest may have been defined by 
a Settlement formed according to Regulation VII. of 
1822 a8 modided by Regulation 1X. of 1833, whether 
every such Putteedar be in sole occupation of his 
Pattee, or hold it in common with others. .

VIIL. And it is hereby enacted, that a copy of the 
Jnmna Wasil Bakee and detailed Kuteonce of the

alall be taken to be autticient evidence of the arrear 
due from that Pattes, and these papers shall invariably 
be fled with the Collector's proceedings. 

And be it enacted, that the Collector he em- 
Powered to give possession to all purchasers and trans- 
ferrees under this Act in the mode authorized by

A. And it is hereby enacted, chat nothing con- 
tained in this Act shall bar the indofeasibie right of Go- 
vernment to hold the entire body of proprietors and 
the entire estate reaponsitle for the amount of the 
whole Jumma, and to onforse the existing regulations 
for the transier or sale of the whole estate whenever 
it shall appear to them just and expediout In every 
such case it is hereby declared in modification of 
gulation XT. of 1892, that the entire proprie- 
tury rights of every member of the coparcenary shall he 
annulled and forfeited, and the provision of Section 
Y. of this Act shall be applicable to every member of 
he Copareenary. 

XI. And it is hereby onactsd, that the Governor 
General in Council may extend the provisions of this 
Act to any district to which with reference to the

COUNTERFEIT LABELS—INJUNCTION. 


[Vice-Cuancenvor's Count, Fes. 22.)—This 
wasa case (DAVIS AND OTHERS ». Bayant,) in which 
an application was made upon notice foraspecial injunc- 
tion, to restrain the defendant from using labels which 
were counterfeits of those used by the plaintiff. The 
plaintiffs are Messrs. Hesketh Davis and Co, the 
eminent oil and pickle dealers of Leadenhall-street, 
Bhd the defendant is the euperintendent of St. James’ 
workhouse. From the statements of the learned 
counsel, it appeared that the pickles of the pluintiffs 
having acquired considerable reputation in India, the 
defendant, who has a son there, had been in the habit 
for some time of sending articles to him, the bottles of 
which were labelled with an exact imitation of the bot- 
tlesused by the plaintiffs. This was not discovered by 
the plaintiffs till o short time ago, and the manner of 
that discovery wasrather singular. A note was sent to 
the plaintiffs from an engraver, stating that he thought 
it would be a great improvement if they would have 
the plate of their labels touched up a little, a3 it had 
become the worse for use. This communication sur~ 
prised them, knowing that the party who had written 
to them was not the engraver whom they employed, 
and they immediately waited upon the engraver, wire 
to their avtonishment, they discovered that tse plate 
wae a spurious one, and that it had been sent to the 
engraver by the defendant, Upon this a reinonstrance 
was went to the defendant, but without effect, and the 
only course left open to the plaintiffs for the purpose 

ng down this simple and modest use of their 
labels by the defendant, was to apply to that court for 
the injunction. Notice had been given to the defen- 
dant of the application, but he had very wisely thought 
proper not te appear —The Vice-Chancellor, without 
the least hesitation, immediately granted the injunc- 
tion.
